for at to determine what ahape the retra- 
in-- would eteruually aiaume. AN 1 
doubt ii now, hon-erer, at an end. The I 
Minitltr'a deapatch of 3rd Scpt-mber, 
1847, given in jenerday't Utrald, te lit 
in riacilj whit i> intended. 

In the (irst place, we muit offer our 
betl thAnki lo thote genllemen whoie 
fonthomght and promptatude enabled the 
GovaKNuato (rammit to Dowiiing-.treet, 
■ lung with (he ptO-t-aniporiaLion report, 
the contra petitiotii which the Council 
had refuied to print. But for Ihia happy 
expedient, that disreputable report would 
hise been received by the Haoniraav or 
Sn ii- ai the accredited nrgan of co- 
lonial opinion. A* it wu,the puiaon aud 
the uilidote, the fiction and the fact, the 
slander aod it* rcfuloitun, went lugelher. 
Hi* Lunjihjp would thut an that lu what- 
ever extent the Countil might Live ayjn- 
palhized with Ibe convict yearning* uf 
their Cginmillee, (he people uul uf douri 
had n u lympalhy with them at all, but, 
on tlie coolrary, reejirded (hetu with ab- 
horrence and indignation. 

Ia Ihe next place, we ihinlr. it exceed* 
ingly furtuu«le fur the character of ii< 
colony lliat tie Home Goveitntienl have 
not taken it fur granted that the tepoit 
embodies even the deliberate and final 
judgment of the Council it«)l. The 
whole uf the propotal* contained in Lord 
(i itT'i de"T«leli are mere overture*, whith 
the Council are al liberty u> accept or 
decline- Consequently, the exile project 
would be still in abeyance when hi* 
laordihip received Ihe Resolution u r Ihe 
141h September latt. This date will re- 
mind the reader that Ihe de*|utch and 
the reeolution are nearly coeval, the one 
having been patted ju*( eleven day* 
after the lather w&i written. And it 
may be well lo refteah the retdeta me- 
mory at to the tern* of the resolution, 
it m moled by the homrrable aaember for 
Cumberland, Mr. Cowr* *, and p*t**r>d by 
a aajortry of 1 1 to 7, " That (hit Council 
disapprove* of Ibe principle! avowed 
and msommendalioni conlainld in 
the Report or the Krleet Committee 
appointed," , " and desires to record 
Ihe ft }jres< Kin of it* opinion, that the 
return to ■ tyttcm of Irantportation and 
aatigament would be apposed to (he 
withe* of (hit cotnniiTnitj, and would 
*1» be moat injurious to (he moral, 
■octal, and political advancemen( of (he 
cuiony." Tim retolultun, on reaching 
the Mi'.Mer'i hand, would a* effectually 
exculpate the Council a* Ihe petitiiiDS 
bad exculpated the com m unity ; and 
would, moreover, caisie trie report to be 
laid aside a* a thing lo be no more men- 
tioned or thought of. 

The plan as now raftered, in the dei- 
patch before at, for the consideration uf the 
colonisii, ia aifullow*:— I. That Briliah 
olTtpdrra are to undergo a reformatory 
punishment al home.

ai fiberty (o retutn 10 theu native coun- 
try j and thotc wbw Uve Uktlt of leave

liltle different, only thai they are to rt- 
side within the dirtriclt .ppoioicd fur 
them, to nmintain themtelvet by honest 
industry, and to conform to certain rule* 
by nu mean* or a aevert character. 4- 
That whenever Ihe conducl of the married 
exile* thai I be tuch a* to entitle them to 
(he indulgence, Hia Uuttrv't Govern- 
ment will afford facilitiet, at the 
co* of the Britith Treasury, for 
their being joined by their wive* and 
familiet. And, S. That, tlill further 
to guard againit (be tocial evil* which 
have heretofore resulted from the ayatem 
of Irantportation, means will alto Ire pro- 
vided for tending out, at the coat of tbt 
British Treasury, a number of free emi- 
grant* equal to that of die exile*. 

We need tcareelyobaem that (he merits 
of the whole scheme must mainly depend 
npon (he way in which lb* first of these 
stipulation* thai I be catried out. Ctrteti 
the" reformatory punishment '■wh'chthe 
one n iters are to undergo at home ba faith- 
fully adniinineced, aud nnleit none be 
sent (o the colonie* hut inch as shall give 
reasonable proof thai the ditcipliae hat 
been effectual, eiiletim will be an irrup- 
tion scarcely, if at all, If si demoralizing 
than (rantportation. On this head we 
can have no security but the good faith of 
Hi* MajRtrv * Government, who pledge 
themtetve* to " watch " the system 
" cmifly," and introduce into it " tuch 
improvement! at from time to time may 
ba found to be nete.»ry ." 

Of the second aod third txmdationt, w* 
object tn thai portion which admits of the 
introduction atBongtt' ua of ticket -of - 
leave holder., even in greater numbera 
than Ibe ii older* of conditional pardon*. 
Thia will involve the nr*«atitj of a revi- 
val of penal ditcipline throughout Ihe 
country ; will rekindle (he bad feeling* 
inseparable from data distinctions , and 
Will again attach to Ul the odium of a 
penal settlement. Let (he men all come 
as frit luiittti, without any trammel 
upon their action*, aTfe wiihoiu any 
ttigma upon their social condition, and 
we ahali then have Ihe advantage of their 
labour without the convict alloy, 

To (he fourth condition, which makes 
the sending out uf the wives and families 
of exile* a proipecliretneaiurr, contingent 
upon the future good conduct of the 
Jatter, we otjecl on three gromds i 
became it impotei a penal restriction, 
which, if the ■' reformatory punishment" 
already undergone at home haibccn effec- 
tive, ia needletsly harth | became men 
severed from their families for toine 
ycara in a strange country, are exposed lo 
temptationa exceedingly unfavourftb'e lo 
mural reformation ; and, thirdly, because 
the prolonged separation will be cru'lly 
injurious lo innocent fifties, tkefamilin 
themtelra, who** detention in Kngtand 
must be irksome to them in many way*, 
while here they would at once find a 
comfortable maintenance, be bleating* to 
their htutitndt and father*, and acqui- 
sition! to the colony. The exile* ought 
by all mcamtocome out v.compnti^l by 
their families. 

With regard to Ihe fifth and last con- 
dition, winch pledget the Home Govern- 
nxknl to tend Out, at Itreir own exawewe, a. 
many free emigrant* at exile*, we could 
have nodemorbadUatapaiated 
*/ file mm. Thai, with 
minded colonist!, it a aiae qum 
mutt iniiit npon hating, not only free- 
man for exile, but rex for j«x. If the 
married exile* are to come without their 
wivet, and with no csTrftrMfy that their 
wivet will ever follow (hem, and the 
tingle without any tort of proviaion fir 
their future domestic tcttlerae nt , and if the 
emigrant* are U» come out in barely equal 
proportion* of male and female j it i* clear 
th*t (be direct tendency of the tyttcm will 
be to aggravate that disparity of the aexei 
which it already the grealeit social evil of 
the land. 

The Council ought atrongly (o recom- 
mend, that none of the exilei should be 
landed at fey Jury, but at Newcastle, 
Moreton Bay, Twofold Bay, and older 
outporta. In tsydney they are nut wanted, 
and their drportation on id quay! 
would be injurious to themielvei and 
t* the citissem. Their proper place is 
in the iural districts, and no meani thou Id 
be left untried for canting them to go 
where they are most wanted. 

On the whole, our impietiion at present 
it, 1 1 mt Earl Gtusi't project, with the 
modification, we have suggested, may be 
favourably entertained, not, certainly, a* 
an expedient to be chotren on it* own ac- 
count, bnl as one lo which Ihe aecettitie* 
of our labour market, and ihe niter hope- 
letineai of an odeijutte influx or volun- 
tary emigration, compel na to submit.
